During those rich months I spent at 
the FOR, all whom I came in contact 
with—FOR staff and members, Orthodox 
priests and laity who participated in ves- 
per services at Shadowcliff alike—were 
friendly to me indeed; and yet underneath 
I felt doubly alienated. I believed on the 
one hand that the church as a whole 
should speak out for peace, and on the 
other that the church needed above all the 
integrated presence of the Virgin Mother 
in order to be able to speak with strength. 
Mary came before Jesus; she .is basic 
to ail life. If there is God, there is divine 
principle. “Mother of God” may sound 
awkward to many Protestants; but I think 
that the idea of “mothering” the peace- 
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making principle which comes from God 
as we ourselves do, will be acceptable to 
most. 

Likewise the value of symbolic un- 
derstanding of virginity, as the quality or 
condition which allows first hand experi- 
ence of the divine, or the encounter with 
God. 

Schism has an incredibly long reach. 
One step towards a single unschismatic 
church might be to imagine its existence, 
and to think from the imaginary premise 
that it does exist. This step is more easily 
taken by aid of Christ’s Mother. Quar- 
rels have not raged, blood has not flowed 
over Mary as they have over her son. 
Mary’s “intercessions” for purposes of 
reconciliation through history have been 
to render comprehensible the will of 
Christ, often difficult to discern but well 
understood by Mary. 
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The earliest church grew by process of 
cell division. Each new church was the 
whole church, just as each half of a cell 
becomes identical with the whole cell. 
Later on churches were conceived of as 
mere parts of a whole, mistakenly. 

Hebrew scholars tell us that “virgin” 
is a mistranslation of the word for young 
woman. Mary, with Rachel, Esther, the 
Queen of Sheba as forerunners, is the 
flower of Jewish culture and of Christian 
culture. She is essential woman, we may 
say. While Holy Spirit is beyond sex dis- 
tinctions, Mary, the woman side of God,
